ROOSEVELT ACTS PROMPTLY. 


Washington, D. C., April 15.~[Special.J— 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Root have 
taken hold of the army scandals in the 
Philippines with a vigor and directness of 
purpose which cannot fail to punish the 
offenders of the past and prevent a repeti- 
tion of similar offenses in the future. 

The President has caused to be sent to 
General Chaffee a detailed cable dispatch, 
much of which he undoubtedly dictated him- 
self,-in which direct orders are given to have 


martialed at once if there appears to be any 
foundation for the statement made by Major 


indiscriminate butchery of aatives. 

The President is perfectly willing to act 
on newspaper reports. He is not willing to 
wait for slow going official papers, but has 
taken the matter into his own hands and has 
ordered a searching investigation. This will 
include not only General Smith, but court- 
martial procedings will be at once begun 
against Lieutenant Conger, Major Glenn, 
and Assistant Surgeon Lyon, who are alleged 
to be responsible for the administration of 
the form of torture known as the “ water 
cure’’ to the Presidente of the town of 
Igbarras, in lloilo. 


Glenn to Be Tried at ’Frisco. 

As Conger and Lyon are in this country 
and the troops interested are already here, it 
has been decided to order Major G.enn here 
for trial, and the court-martial will be held in 
San Francisco, 

The President has acted with his custom- 
ary honesty and directness of purpose. Re- 
gardless of the fact that he might be fur- 
nishing political campaign material to the 
Democrats, he has ordered the investigation 
to be of the most searching character, and 
the letters to General Chaffee show that 
there is to be no whitewashing of any — 
either high or low. 

There is even more honesty of purpose in 
this action of the President than appears 
on the surface, because most of these scan 
dals in the is'ands were those referred to re- 
cently by General Miles before the Senate 
committee, and thus the President's action 
in ordering the court-martial! will be seized 
upon by the friends of -General Miles as a 
complete justification of the stand taken Sy 
that officer. 


Superior to Petty Politics. 

The President has decided to rise superior 
to such considerations, however, and has de- 
termined that any officer of the army re- 
sponsible for inhumanity to the natives of 
the Philippine Islands shall be punished as 
promptly and as severely as possible. 

Hiaving started the court-martial machin- 


‘ery for these derelict officers the President 
will retire General Miles without any more 


hesitation than he has shown in directing the 
punishment of a general officer in the Philip- 
pines. 
Root Favored the Action. 
Secretary Root is responsible for the orig- 
inal suggestion that General Chaffee shou'd 
be instructed to Investigate not only the 
serious charges made by Major Waller but 
also all the complaints and charges made by 
enlisted men and by the newspapers in the 


Philippines or before the Senate committee. 


The President approved of this idea, and 
action was ordered at once.

SIDEWALK CRUSHES A MAN 


FLAGSTONE IN WEST MADISON- 
STREET COLLAPSES. 


Great Crowd of Pedestrians, on the 
Way Home, Excited by the Avcident 
—Two Young Women Narrowly Es- 
cape the Fate Which Befalls Peter 
Olson—Fear in Neighborhood That 
Other Sections of Pavement Are 
Likewise Insecure. 


‘While West Madison street was crowded 
with pedestrians returning home from work 
early last evening a broad section of stone 
sidewalk on that thoroughfare, near Eliza- 
beth street, collapsed and carried one man | 
down with it. He was fatally injured. The 
accident caused considerable panic along the 
street. 

Scores of persons aor just passed or were 
about. to pass over the section of sidewalk 
which without warning dropped to the floor 
of the basement, ten feet below the street 
level, 

The one man tus happened to be on the 
section when it collapsed was Peter Olsop, 
janitor for the West Madison’ street branch 
postoffice. He was hurled headlong to the 
bottom, and three flagstones which dropped 
were crushed in the hole and completely 
covered the man’s body. The Fire depart- 
ment and police were summoned and recov- 
ered the injuted man. He was taken to the 
County Hospital, where the physicians said 
pees was little, if any, hope for him. 


‘ Girls’ Narrow Escape. 
Among the persons who had just stepped 
off of the stones which collapsed was Cecelia 


Snell, the 14-year-old daughter of Albert 
J. Snell, 425 Washington boulevard. She 


was returning from an errand and was turn- 
ing the corner when the aecident occurred. 
She was so close to the gap caused by the 
collapse that eye-witnesses thought that she 
would fall back into the hole. 

Gertrude Pyle, 374 West Madison street, 
had also just stepped off the section that 
collapsed, and it seemed that the pavement 
had almost fallen from under her feet. 

The falling stones struck the bottom of the 
basement with a heavy crash, which startled 
everybody within a range of several blocks. 
A scene of disorder amounting to terror fol- 
lowed the collapse. 

A great crowd hurried to the spot where 
the sidewalk had been apparently sound a 
moment before, and a number of women and 
children stood in the street screaming with 
fear. Some said they thought they -were 
about to become victims of an earthquake. 


; Its Support Had Crumbled. 

A fire alarm was. turned in and a riot call 
was sent to the Lake Street Police Station. 
Sergeant Hartnett and a squad of police 
crove back the crowds, while the firemen 
sought to determine the cause of the acci- 
dent. Before it gave way, the sidewalk ap- 
peared perfectly safe, with nothing to dis- 
tinguizh it from other portions of the walk, 
except a slight crack in one of the stones. 


has been the same for years. The explana- 
tion is that the fire wall on the inside of the 
walk, where the ends of the flags rested, had 
erumbled and had ceased toa bea support. 
believed that a_simllar cendition ex+ 
ists under most of the sidewalks in the neigh- 
_berhood, as they were all constructed near 
tlie same time. Business-men in that vicin- 
ity have become alarmed to such an extent 
that they will ask the Building department 
for a thorough yestigation of the rymain- 
ing sidewalks today. 


| Says Owner Is Liable. 
‘The building to which the sidewalk was 
joined is owned by Charles V. Chandlers, a 
banker at Macomb, Ill. One of his agents 
was ‘on the spot shortly after the actident, 
but was unable to offer any explanation. 

Mr. Blocki, the Commissioner of Public 
Works, was informed of the accident a few 
hours after, it occurred, and he readily ex- 
pressed the opinion that the property-owner 
was responsible and would " liable for dam- 
ages. 

* The city cannot be held responsible on 
any grounds,’’ said Mr. Blocki. ‘* We do not 
inspect the sidewalks, but we do expect the 
property-owners to keep them in repair. I 
do not believe the accident necessarily means 
a similar weakness in all the sidewalks in the

STILL IN STANDING POSTURE. 


Mrs. Catherine Doerr’s Body Is Found 
Wedged Between a Wall and a Bed- 
stead—Impossible to Door.

In a standing posture, wedged in between 
the foot of her bed and the wall, the body of 
Catherine Doerr, wife of James Doerr, a 
wealthy contractor, was found last night at 
her home, 3739 Wentworth avenue.

JANITORS WORK BY ‘RULE 


MEET AND DECIDE HOW TO REGU- 


LATE THE TENANTS. 


"Men Who Care for Apartment Build- 


, ings on the South Side Broaden 
Their Organization, and Soon All 
Complaints Must Be Registered 
with Their Walking Delegate—Say 
They Want to Make Life Worth the 
Living—Their “Cans” and “Can’ts.” 


Flat janitors on the South Side met last 
night and united in what they termed “an 
effort to make life worth living in an apart- 
ment building.”” Eighteen rules, covering 
everything but the heat problem, were ap- 
proved and will be posted in more than 200 
apartment-houses on the South Side. The 
heat problem will come later. 

The janitors are in earnest. They say they 
have been oppressed by unreasoning tenants 
and ruthless landlords. They believe, too, 
that they know more about caring for a 
building than those who inhabit it and/pay 
the rents, and they intend to demonatrate 
their superiority. 

Not a tenant will have a chance to com- 
plain, for they will listen to no complaints. 
Their walking delegate must hear all griev- 
ances. It will be his duty to see that the 
rules are obeyed by both tenant and janitor, 
and it will be within his power to deprive any 
building of its general factotum. 4 


Some “‘ Cans ”’ and Can’ts.” 


Among the rules are the following: 
Members of the Janitors’ Protective association 


shall keep themselves as clean and tidy as possi-| 


ble, circumstances considered. 


Garbage cans must be emptied daily and kept ina 


sanitary condition at all times. 

If in. the vicinity of your building there is a 
janitor, tenant, or owner of other buildings who 
throws garbage, paper, or rubbish of any kind in 
the alley notify. the inspector of the Janitors’ Pro- 
tective association of your district at once. 

Light the gas in the halls at the proper time and 
turn it out at 10 p. m., and always leave at least 
one jet burning in each hall all night. 

Members must watch over property in their care 
and report any abuse of it by the tenant and others 
to the landlord or agent. 

Members must not take more buildings than they 
can care for properly. 

Do not argue with tenants about your duties, but 
kindly refer them to the agent or owner. 

Be respectful to domestics, but do not take any 
abuse from them. 

Do not permit tenants to drive nails, hooks, etc., 
into walls or woodwork, or tack down carpets or 
rugs on hardwood floors. 

Members must not do extra work until] their reg- 
ular work is completed, or agree to care for more 
buildings than they can handle properly. 

See the temants do not waste water by having 
faucets open when not using. - 

Where owner furnishes fuel for laundry, see that 
careless domestics do not waste it. 

Do not permit children living in your building to 
make the front hall or stoop a playground. 

Janitors must not clean back porches, but shall 


keep the back stairs in proper condition. 


Keep your buildings in such shape that a stranger 
may know you are a member of the Janitors’ Pro- 
tective association. 


Evolution of a Union. 


The janitors organized early last Septem- 
ber. At first it was their intention merely to 
regulate hotrs, but that did not seem enough 
and committees were appointed to watch the 
tenants with a view of learning just what 
could be done toward their education. Asa 
result of the committees’ observations the 
new rules—the first of ,their kind—were 
framed. 

‘The life of a janitor is far from joyous,” 
said C. L. Fieldstack, the organizer, last 
night, ‘‘ and our rules will better conditions. 
The janitor can work more satisfoctorily to 
all concerned if he has fixed rules to go by. 
The heat problem will come later, as will 
that of wages. We may demand 10 cents for 
each window that we have to wash.” 

The union has asked the American Federa- 
tion of Labor for a charter, and when this is. 
obtained will incorporate. It met last night 
at 910 West Forty-seventh street. 


FLAGMAN IS KILLED WHILE 
': TRYING TO SAVE CHILDREN.

William Kobolt Meets Death at the Mul- 
ford Avenue Crossing in Evanston— 
Little Ones.Not Injured 


While attempting to save some children 
from an approaching train William Kobolt, 
a gateman for the Northwestern railroad at 
the Mulford avenue crossing, in Evanston, 
was struck and instantly killed yesterday 
afternoon. . 

The exact circumstances of the accident 
are not known. Kobolt had been in the em- 
ploy of the Northwestern railroad for three 
years, and for most of that time had been 
stationed at the Mulford avenue crossing, so 
that he was familiar with the place. Three 
tracks run parallel there. Kobolt was stand- 
ing in the middle track. While a freight 
train was going north on the west track and 
a passenger train was approaching from the 
north some children at play a few feet west 
of the railroad right of way started to cross 
behind. the freight. 

People who saw the affair from some dis- 
tance say that Kobolt started as if to run 
behind the train and instead ran into the 
side of the caboose, His skull was crushed, 
and he died In a few minutes.

OTHER BUILDINGS ERECTED. 


Washington, D. C., April 15.—[Special.}— | 
As a result of the long delay in completing 


the Chicago public building, Henry Ivea 
Cobb, the architect, may be removed .and 


another architect appointed to complete the 


building, which has been seven years under 
construction, and which will not be completed 
for at least three years. 


Congress to Investigate. 

An investigation into the causes of the 
delay will be made by Congress. Representa- 
tive Mann of Chicago has made-up his mind 
to know the reasons for the delay, and he 


is at present engaged ig gathering informa< 


tion which will be laid before Congress for 

e purpose of giving that body a foundation 
for the investigation. 

It has been seyen years since Congres 
authorized the construction of a public build 
ing at Chicago, and the exterior of the bulld- 
ing will not be finished for several months. 

The specifications for the interior work 
have not been completed, 
men are today at work on them. 


Three Years Behind, 

According to experts, these detal.ed plans 
should have been completed two or three 
years ago, and the contracts for the interior 
work should have been let at that time in 
order to allow the contractors to prepare 
the material, so that it could be put in the 
building as soon as the contractors now at 
work there should finish. It will be three or 
four months at least before the specifications 
are completed. Then the government will 
have to advertise the contracts, and after 
they are awarded the contractors will have 


to go into the open market to buy a 


fér the interior of the building. 

This, of course, will require a great deal 
of time, and it will be fully a year before 
many of the interior finishers will begin 
work. 

Cobb Assumes Responsibility. ° 

Architect Cobb has exonerated Congress 
and the Treasury officials from all blame for 
the delay. He testified before a cammittes. 
of the House that the appropriations for 


constructing the building were ample, and 


there has not been one moment's delay on 
this account. Mr. Cobb was granted author- 
ity by Congress to make contracts for the 
entire cost of the building, and nothing what- 
ever has stood in the way of making cone 
tracts for the interior as well as the ex- 
terior work. 


No Time Limit on Shans. 

_As special architect Mr. Cobb receives a 
salary of $4,500 a year. There is no limit 
upon the number of years he can be em- 
ployed in this work., Consequently the 
longer the work is delayed the more salary 
he will receive. 
retary Carlisle, but Secretary Shaw has 
authority to remove Cobb as a punishment.

Assassin Fired Five Shots. 


M. Sipiaguine was on his way to attend 
a meeting of the Committee of Ministers, 
He had just entered the office of the Imperial 
Council when the assassin, who had driven 
up in a carriage, approached and handed him 
g folded paper, saying he had been charged 
to deliver it by the Grand Duke Sergius. The 
Minister stretched out his hand to take the 
document, when the assassin fired five shots 


at him. Three of the bullets struck M.” 


Siplaguine and one wounded his servant. 


Slayer a Student from Kieff. 


The assassin did not resist arrest. Hesaid 
his name was Balsahanstt; that he was a 
student at Kieff, where he had been sentenced 
to compulsory military service for partici- 
pating in the riots of 1901. 
subsequently been pardoned, but that he had 
not been reinstated at the university, and 
that he ‘therefore revenged himself upon M. 
Bipiaguine. 

The Minister was taken to the Hospital 
Maxmilianovsky, where he died in one hour. 


Not Liked by Students. 

M. Sipiaguine incurred the enmity of the 
siudents by upholding the views of M. Po- 
biedonostzeff, the chief procurator of the 
Holy Symod, and by supporting the most se- 
vere measures for the repression of all liber- 
al tendencies. 

A previous attempt was made to shoot 
him on the Nevsky Prospect, about a year 


ago. 

M. Sipiaguine’s body was removed this 
evening to the palace of the Minister of the 
Interior, where a requiem service, in the 
presence of the court and al] the Ministers, 
will be held. 


Had Notable Official Career. 


Dimitri Sergewitch Sipiaguine was a mem- 
ber of the Moscow aristocracy and had been 
in official or semi-official life for many years. 
He came of a family of great territorial no- 
bles, which can be traced back in an un- 
broken line for hundreds of years prior to 
the reign of Peter the Great. 

His wife was a Princess of the house of 
Mazemski and a beautiful woman of enor- 
mous wealth. 

Minister Sipiaguine, when at the head of 
the Interior department, has always been in 
complete accord with the plans and ideas of 
the Cmar, and was appointed to the post in 
November, 1890. because of his remarkable 
successes in other official positions. 

Like all Russians of good education, he 
was a notable linguist and readily mastered 
Ponta matters upon which he set his atten- 

on. 


Rose to High Place. 

Tie began his official career as a justice of 
the peace under the Moscow government, 
and rapidly passed up through various of- 
fices until an 1886 he was made Governor of 
Kharkoff, in 1888 he was Governor of.Kur- 
land, im 1891 Governor of Moscow, in 1893 
Assistant Minister of Imperial Domains, and 
in 1804 Assistant Minister of the Interior and 
equerry tothe Czar. 

After @ brief period of service close to the 
monarch M. Sipiaguine was promoted still 
higher, until the Minister of the Interior, M. 
Goremykin, was permitted to take an indefi- 
nite vacation in Paris, during which M. 
Sipiaguine was put in his place. 

His predecessor in office had been more or 
less. an jobstacle to the Czar’s projects and 
policies, and was in this way superseded by 
one more in harmony with the Czar’s ideas. 

M. Goremykin was made a Senator and

. LONDON, April 16, 3 a. m.—Despite all 
efforts to minimize the importance of the re- 
vival of. registration duties on grain and 
fiour it is evident that a new departure has 
been made in direction of revenue tariff. 
The duties may be small and the bakers be 
unable to raise the price of a loaf, but Cob- 
denism has been struck at its most vital 
point. 

If smail duties can be placed on foodstuffs 
they can also be levied on many commodities 
for revenue purposes. Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach has reluctanly opened the way fora 
transformation of the entire tariff system, 
and while Chamberlain has not obtained as 
much leverage as he desired, he has secured- 
ground for discussing commercial and tariff 
questions at a conference of colonial Pre- 
miers and Ministers after the coronation. 
Laurier, Fielding, Mulock, Paterson, and 
Borden are expected to be present from Can- 


fluential men will represent Australia, New 
Zealand, and other self-governing colonies. . 


Colonies May Pay for Defense. 


Cables, shipping subsidies, and postal serv-" 
ice will come up, but the main tapic will be 
imperial defense and trade. While the col- 
onies will reluctantly surrender their self- 
governing rights, it is probable that some 
basis for financial contribution to the im- 
perial defense may be reported if some form 
of preferential tariff be adopted by the home 
government. Some colonies may be willing 
to agree upon a common increase of 5 or 10 
per cent in the tariff duties and set apart the 
sum thus raised for defensive purposes. If 
the mother country be disposed to adopt a 
preferential system in dealing with the colo- 
nies Chamberlain has little margin for nego- 
tiations in the new corn duties, but the reve- 
nue tariff based on a similar principle will 
enable him to take up the imperial federa- 
tion from a business side. There is an open- 
ing for some zollverein talk, with a chance 
of dragging Hicks-Beach into another year. 


Cabinet on Peace Business. 


The Cabinet meeting yesterday was clearly 
occupied with a second message from the 
Boer leaders, communicated through Gen- 
eral Kitchener. The air is filled with sur- 
mises and there is a general feeling of op- 
timism. 

The market hardly knew what to make of 
the budget yesterday: Consols fell at the 
outset, and then became almost buoyant, but 
afterward eased off again and closed un- 
changed. These erratic movements were 
caused by the uncertainty which prevailed 
as to the form the £32,000,000 loan would 
take. It was not until just before the close 
of business in the city that it became known 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer pro- 
pesed to borrow the money the same way as 
on consois at 2% per cent, with the interest 
falling to 2% per cent in 1903. This decision 
caused general disappointment, as a Trans- 
vaal loan guaranteed by the imperial gov- 
ernment had been anticipated. 


Differences Over Big Loan. 


In the Commons Hicks-Beach admitted 
that there had been a difference of opinion 
on the question between himself and Sec- 
retary Chamberiain. He said the Colonial 
Secretary was anxious to make a charge 
on the Transvaal. 

The resolution authorizing the loan was 
carried by a large majority, but there was 
notwithstanding a widely entertained feel- 
{ng on the Tory side of the Hoyse that Hicks- 
Beach had been too cautious in his estima- 
tion of the situation, and that it would have 
been well if Chamberlain’s influence had © 
been permitted to prevail. The Chancellor 
of the Exchequer had, however, already 
given way to the Colonial Secretary on the 
question of taxing foodstuffs, and he would 
probably have resigned if the Cabinet had 
insisted on a Transvaal loan.

tinued; if so, whether their present locations are 
the best ones. 

- Whether there are any practical difficulties in 
the way of establishing the underground trolley 
if so, how they can best be 


Estimates of the actual value of the physical 
property of the existing companies; what the cost 
of necessary improvements would be; estimates 
of probable increase in traffic as a result of better 
facilities and the city’s natural gfowth; estimates 
of cost of future maintenance and operation, with 
allowances for depreciation, and an estimate of 
effect on receipts of a universal transfer system. 

The report holds the money now at the dis- 
posal of the committee for pay of experts 
would not justify it-going into the proposed 


subway question. 


Will Press Transfer Cases. h. 


Corporatio Counsel Walker said yesterday 
that he would continue to press the Austin 
transfer cases in spite of the defeat of the 
city in the first one tried before Justice 
Woods Monday.

Recommends Ordinance for Newsboys. 

The Judiciary committee of the City Coun- 
cll has recommended for passage an ordi- 
nance allowing newsboys to maintain stands 
from which to sell papers in all parts of the 
city. It is provided that these stands shall 
not be more than three feet and a half in 
height or larger than 22x14 inches on their 
top surface; also that they must be removed 
between the hours of 8 o'clock at night and 
6 in the morning. The meeting of the com- 
mittee was an interesting one, in that it was 
attended by some fifty newsboys, who acted 
as their own lobbyists.

Every mail brings to Commissioner Blocki 
‘news of alleys which citizens declare are 
being stolen by some greedy corporation or 
individual. He turned over to Street Super- 
intendent Doherty a batch of “tips” re- 
celved from the public yesterday, among

STUDY CITY NBGROBS 


UNUSUAL INVESTIGATION TO BE 
MADE IN CHICAGO. 


Reasons Which Induce the Southern 
Blacks to Move North Will Be In- 
vestigated by Studenw of Their 
Own Race—Conditions of Life Will 
Be Inquired Into—Plan to Move to 
South.Africa Opposed by Those Liv- 
ing Here. 


A careful investigation of the negro prob- 
lem in large cities will be begun in Chicagy 
on June 9. The returns of the last census 
have shown a steadily increasing tide of 
emigration of the negroes from the South 
to Northern cities, and the thinking mem- 
bers of that race are anxious to ascertain 
the reason. Was 

The investigation: will the form of 
a conference, and will be held at the insti- 
tutional church, 8825 Dearborn street. Pro- 
fessor W. E. V. Du Boils of the University 
of Atlanta will take a leading part. He is 
a graduate of Harvard, took a post-graduate 
course at Heidelberg, Germany, and for a 
time was assistant professor of sociology 
in the University of Pennsylvania. ! 

The question has come up for a similar 
investigation but once before. In 1895 a 
conference assembled at Atlanta, Ga., but 
the results were not considered satisfac- 
tory. The latest census has shown the | 
negro population of some of the larger cities 
as follows: Washington, 86,000; Baltimore, 
79,000; New Orleans, 77,000; Philadelphia, 
64,000; New York, 60,000. All of these cities 
show large gains in ten years. Chicago 
gained 16,000 negroes, or 111 per cent, the. 


that the conference will be held here. 


Hope for Ideal Settlement. 


Another feature which, the census returns 
contain is the statement that 70 out of every 
100 negro women either work away from 
their homes or else take work to their homes. 
It is feared that this causes them to neg- 
lect their children through force of circum- 
stances. For this reason it is hoped that 
a settlement may be established contain- 
ing kindergartens, day nurseries, cooking, 
and tratning and an employment 
agency. About $6,000 will be needed, and 
hopes are entertained that it will be forth- 
coming in a short time. 

For the purposes of the investigation three 
sample blocks will be selected, which will 
be typical of the neighborhoods inhabited 
by negroes throughout the city. The con- 


borhoods, sanitary condition of homes, 
school facilities, rent, and other matters 
be studied. . 


Don’t Want to Go to South Africa. 


A call for- meetings of colored people in 
all parts of the country to discuss the néec- 
essity of emigration to central Africa has 
been issued from Chattanooga, but repre- 
sentative colored men im Chicago say that 
no attention wil) be given it.

It calls on the 
colored people to assemble and “ discuss the 
necessity of emigration to central Africa, 
where we shall unite and build up a govern- 
ment of our own, the same as other races 
have done.” | 

Collections for the expenses of the advance 
guards are desired, and “‘ Ethiopian uni- 
forms, flags, and badges” will be furnished 
by the organizers. 

“We are going to stay right here,” said 
the Rev. A. R. Murray of Bethel Church.

SCORES TAX LAWS OF STATE.

Judge Tuley| took occasion to criticise ina 
severe manner yesterday the State tax laws, 
and the confusion which he said existed in 
the various acts and have 
been passed, in connection, with revenue 
legislation.

The utmost cogfusion exists in the 
tax laws, and it now appears that even the 
highest court in this State cannot enforce its 
own tax laws.” | 

Judge Tuley ordered a rule to be entered for 
the city to answer the bill and amendment 
filed by the Union Traction company and the 
traction companies to answer the petition 
filed by the.City of Chicago within three 
days. He announced that he would take 
the case up for final disposition on May 6, in 
order that it might be taken to the Supreme 
Court with as little delay as possible.

STRIKE IN RAILWAY SHOP 


MACHINISTS QUIT ILLINOIS CEN- 
TRAL AT WATERLOO, IA. 


Over 200 Men Walk Out, Asking Short- 
er Hours—They Urge Employes in 
Chicago to Do Likewise—Haymar- 
ket Potato Shovelers Want Reguler 
Houre and More Pay-—Another At- 
tempt to Be Made to Unionize the 
Conkey Printing Plant at Hammond. 


Over 200 machinists in the Illinois Central 
shops at Waterloo, Ia., have gone on a strike 
and have asked that the men in Chicago do 


-_likewise. The Waterloo men.ask for an in- 


crease in wages and a shortening of working 
hours. Their union is affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor,,but not with 
the International Association of Machinists, 
which govern the local bodies. 

Should one of the Chicago unions strike a 
general walk out would result.

Potato Shovelers Want a Change.

by the hour, but are small. The men say

. Seek to Unionize Conkey Plant. 

Another attempt is to be made to unionize | 
the plant of W. B. Conkey at Hammond, Ind., 
where a strike was called last fall. The men 
were beaten then, and the attempt will be 
made this time to organize them thoroughly.
